Giving United States indugiries In
one line authority to hwave coopers
tiva gelling agencles In forelgn coun
tries.

Conservation leglsintion to develap
natural resourcos.

Amendments to federal reserve act
to permit member banks to join In
establishing a forelgn bank

Revenue legislation to meet needs
of the government.

It was the gossip during the day
that Mr. Redfiald might leave the
cabinet, and that his successor would
be Secretary Houston of the depart-
ment of agriculture, Carl Vrooman
of Ilinols, now assisiant, was slated
for secretary of agriculture. "

In connection with fiscal legislation
planned it s understood the presl
dent has agreed with hie advisers
that it will be unwise to use any ol
the Panama canal bonds remaining
unsold to meet the emergency needs
of the treasury or to provide funds
for the defense program.

When the war broke out Churehill
was llrst lord of the admiralty
Though he was demoted In the cab
Inet on a tide of publle disapproval,
it is gonerally concedod now that (it
was  Churehill that saved Eungland
from defeat at sea and perhaps from
Invasion when, with Prince Louls of
Battenburg, he maobilized the scat-
tered Hritlsh Nleet two montha before
war broke out and kept it mobilized.
It i8 said that It was this mobllization
that saved Britain from an invasion,

BRITISH MAY REACH GERMAN FLEET
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GERMANS IN RETREAT

BERLIN ANNOUNCES PLAN TO
REACH RIGA HAS FAILED.

Troops Suocessfully Withdrawn From
Forest West of Shiok on Ac-
count of Floods.

Berlin, Nov. 11.—The German war
oflice lssued the following official state-
memnt:

“"Army group of Field Marshal von
Hindenburg, Near Kemmern, west of
Riga, three attacks made by the Rus
sians, supported by fire from ships’
guns, were ropulged, During the night
our troops, undisturbed by the enemy,
have withdrawn from the wooded land
of the west and southwest of Shlok.
which, on account of the ralus of the
Inst fow days, has becomo o swamp.
We took more than 100 Russian pris-
oners,  Army group of General von
Linsingen:  Supported by German ar-
Lillery, Austro-Hungarian troops drove
tho Russians out of Koscougchnevka

Petrograd, Nov. 11.—The following
offieinl communieation from genercal
headguarters waa Issued here:

“On the left bank of the Dvina, near
Ikskul, our troops captured the farm
of Horsemuende and took some Ger-
man prisoners. Two counter-attacks
by the enemy wore repulsed with
heavy German lossen. According to
supplementary information, 1,500 men,
21 officers and 11 machine guns were
captured by us In the Nghting at Kolk,
in addition to the 2,000 men and 50
oflicers previously reported.”

GREAT BEND, KAN.. HARD HIT BY
TORNADO.

Waterworks, Electric Light Plant and
Other Buildings Demolished by
Terrific Storm.

Great Bend, Kan., Nov. 12, —Twelve
persons were killed and more than
one hundred injured, many of them
geriously, in a ecyeclone which swept
through the residence section of
Great  Bend shortly  after seven

o'clock Wadnoesday night.

The Sunta Fe rallway station was
carried awny. Half the houses in the
town  were wrecked., Three large
flour mills and several grain clevators
were demollghed,

It is reported at Kansas City that
the waterworks, eclectric light plant
and many other large bulldings were
swept into the river by the tornado
which swept Great Bend, Kan,

A telephone message from  Great

ed that slx bodies of persons killed in
the tornado there have heen recov.
